Orton as a 60's vorking-class man 
is examined, along vith the vhole 
homosexual ethic of the time, set 
forth in novels, medical and legal 
opinion, and the general sexual 
rebel stance dating from the 50's, 
Orton is seen as victim as veil as 
celebrity, a colluder in a 
misogynist, hoaophobic society as 
veil as a gay anarchist vho hated 
the phoney la-di-da sets (the 
diaries are veil-handled by 
Shepherd) but vhose concept of 
revolt vas invariably a fev minutes 
in a cottage - 'personal revolution' 
rather than a more radical 'politics 
of the personal', 

The plays are referred to 
kaleidoscopically - brilliant 

insights vhich defy the notion of 
them as svingin' 60's turn-ons, 
This is a funny book, the result of 
many years of consideration; it is
